PARIS, October 12.—We are going on from 
surprise to surprise inthe war oflice scandal.

Thecentral figure in this af- 
fair is Mme. Limousin, who was married for 
the second time, about a year ago, toa retired 
magistrate of Tours. Her first husband wasa 
MI. Poulain. She is quite short, very plain 
and slightly hunchbacked, about 40 yearsof 
age and remarkably witty and clever. She its 
the daughter of a German nobleman, M. Von 
Schoenau, and one of her sisters-in-iaw is 
lady in waiting to the Grand Duchess 
of Baden. During the lifetime of her first 
bwesband she lived at Vincennes, where his 
Salon was the resort of officers of the gar- 
rison. Gen. Thibaudin, formerly minister of 
war, was one of her intimate friends, and it is 
related that she yave him shelter after his 
escape from Germany during the war. She 
had the run of the war office, knew Boulanger 
among others, and Wilson, the son-in-law of 
Grevy. Ina conspicuous place in her draw- 
ing-room figures a card of Boulanger on which 
are inscribed the words: ‘‘Expect you, dear 
madame, at 1l to-morrow,’’ andthe card of 
M. Wilson, who had written: ‘‘Shall be 
delighted to see you to-morrow morning.’’

It is asserted that sheis an intimate friend 
of the notorious Baroness de Kaula, who was 
expelled from France in 1876 for obtaining on 
behaifof Germany French government se- 
crets from the Minister of War,Gen.De Cissey, 
whose mistress she was at the time.

WILL REMAIN A MYSTERY _ 


THE MURDER OF JOHN MURDOCK ON THE 
RIVER BANK. 


Louis A. Amsden, Alias L. A. Osborne, 
Accused of the Crime; Discharged This 
Morning—His Wife’s Testimony Inad- 
missible—Story of the Killing and of the 
Circumstances Surrounding It.

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A murder case was nolle prosequied In the _ j 


Criminal! Court this morning. It was the cas® 


of Louis Av Amsden, alias L. A. Osborne, 


charged with killing John Murdock. This 
was the mysterious murder which oe- 
curred in the swamps south of the 
River des Peres and just inside tne city limits 
nearthe bank of the Mississippi. At 12:30a, 
m., on the l7th of last May, Yurdock was shot 
and killed while asleep in his tent. The 
shot had been heard by several 
parties, but no attention was paid to it, two 
officers who heark it supposing it was some 
hunting party firing at game. It was not until

deletand notified the police of the murder, 


As his statement of the killing was rather. 


vague he was placed under arvest. Murdock 
was found in his tent stretched out on his cot, 
and had evidently been shot while asleep, 


Death must have been instantaneous, and he : 


probably passed from sleep Into it without ever 
awakening to learn the cause. Murdock was 
a man upwards of 50 years of age, and for 
five or six years had been living is 
Jefferson County, where he worked as a farm 
hand. He wasa quiet, peaceable old fellow, 
who went on his way without ever making an 
enemy. A year ago, Amsden came to Jeffer- 
son County with bis wife. She took sick and 
during her iliness Murdock was very king 
to her and her husband. He did all 


in his power for the young couple, and his 
meager earnings were all given toward the 
supportofthem. Detah finally carried away 
the young wife, and she was given a mo 
burial. Amsden appeared to never forget 
the kindness of the old nan, 
and from that time on they 
were constantly together. Amsden was 

A STRANGE CHARACTER 
and lived pretty much to himseif aside from 
his association with Murdock. People thougnt 
itonly a peculiarity, however, and paid little 
attention to it. To 
ular as old man Murdock, but while he had 
some enemies no one knew anything against 
his character. 

Time worn on and Amsden remarried. This 
time he married the daughter of a farmer in 
Jefferson County. A short time before the 
murder he and his wife started up the river 
on a flatboat, Murdock aecompanying them, 
They reached the point where the meagre 
occurred some days before the killing, 
the old man procured work. He slept in 
a tent on the river bank, while 
Amsiten and his wife slept on the flatboat. 
Murdock turned his earnings over to the 
young couple and kept all three in food, 
What trouble ever occurred between Amsden 
and Murdock was never clearly develo 
though Amsden’s wife said that they hadq 
reled. Amsden denied that they had 
alleged that he was awakened the 
night or morning of the murder by the firi : 
ofshots. He wentout onthe boat with h 
gun and saw some men running away in the 
dark. He knew they had attacked his friend, 
but he feared to venture off the bout lest 
should also be shot. He remained up tl 
morning when he visitéa Murdock’s tent and 
saw that the old man was dead. Then he 
walked to Carondelet and informed the police,

stated that she believed he had killed Mur- 
dock. She had not seen him flrethe shot, bus 
just after it had been fired saw him stand- 
ing on the boat with a weapon 
in his hand, he having left her 
side in the ved. Although several of Ame- 
den's statements were knocked out by other 
witnesses’ ae and discoveries of yari- 
ous Kinds afterward made, he ciung his 
original story and swore to it atthe inquest. 
HIS WIFE'S STATEMENT 
of the affair wasn t clear, but she alleged that 
she had told her first story at his instance, he 
telling her that he had not killed Murdock, but 
that if she did not tell the story he wanted ber 
to they would both get into trouble. 

About the only testimon against Ams- 
den outside. of his wife’s statement 
was of ry negative character. It 
did not fasten the murder on him, 
but showed that bis story of the killing was 
false in some particulars at least and that he 
had been lying. His wife could not be used 
againstt:im as a witness, the law not permit- 
ting a wife to testify avainst a husband in an 
case except an assault upon herse! 
or at case of abandonment. This 
deprived the State of the only 
testimony upon which they could possibly 
hope for a conviction, and as there was no 
otber witness to the killing there was no 
chance for a conviction. Evenif the wife 
could have testified it is doubtful if a convie- 
tion could be secured, as she was very uncer- 
tain in her statements, and her testimony 
could easily have been broken down in cross- 
examination. 

rhie morning Cireuit-Attorney Clover had @ 
talk with Chief of Police Huebler, and finding 
that the latter had no new evidence and no 
hopes of getting any, entered a nolle 
meee iy in the case. Amsden was then 
yrougnt up and released, and left the puallding 
with bis attorney, Jeff D. Storts. He clai 
he was innocent and said he intended remain- 
ing in St. Louis. Although he has asiight jail 
pallor, Amsden looks much better than whea 
first arrested.

The Virginia Coupon and the Maxwell 


Cases—A New Depository. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., October 12.—Upon the 
reassembling of the United States Supreme 
Court to-day Chief-Justice Waite announced 
that the Court had decided to grant the writs 
of habeas corpusin the cases of Attorney- 
General Ayres, and two Commonwealth's 
attorneys of Virginia, who are now in prison 
in Richmond for disregarding the orders of 
Judge Bond in the ‘‘coupon crusher’’ litiga- 
tion. The writs are madereturnable on Mon- 
day next. The effect of this decision will be 
to bring the cases of the imprisoned State of- 
ficers to this court without unnecessary de- 
lay for trial upon their merits.

MORALITY SUFFERS. 


— 


LABOUCHERE’S CABLE BUDGET OF SOCIAL 
AND POLITICAL GOSSIP. 


The Hughes-Hallett Scandal —Mr. Smith 
Blamed for Making His Discovery Pub- | 
lic—The Press Clauses of the Coercion | 
Act—Comments on the Whelehan Trag- 
edy—The Times and Col. Sir West Ridge- 
way—Boshway, the Dacoit Chief. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, October 12.—Having alluded last 
week to the Hughes-Haliett incident, I have 
received enough letters to filla whole number 
of Truth half adozen times over. AsIthen 
Cases have occurred 
before of arelative being betrayed. The nat- 
ural desire of that relative is in such cases to 
punish the betrayer. But if the matter be 
only known to him and to the girl, andif he 
be wise, and if he have ber interests at heart, 
he will sacrifice this natural desire to the con- 
sideration that publicity must injure the girl 
more than the seducer. Mr. Smith was not 
even a relative of the young lady. He 
detected what was going on. On this he called 
up his servants and made the whole thing 
public. Hehad no right to do so. It cer- 
tainly was not for him to cry aloud the discov- 
ery from the house-top. Why I disapprove of 
the matter being brought politically against 
the Colonel is that this would lead to a com- 
mittee of Liberals perpetually investigating 
the conduct of every Conservative member in 
the House,and to a committee of Conservative 
members Investigating the conduct of 
every Liberal member in order 
to find something against him. Every mem- 
ber would, therefore, be in the position of an 
elder in the Scotch Church, and would be per- 
petually called on to explain this or that 
action. The abuses consequent thereon would 
unquestionably outweigh the advant- 
age of some particurlarly im- 
moral member being occasionally spotted and 
forced to withdraw from public life... The 
inquiry system would be found to be so objec- 
tionable that there would be a strong reaction 
against it, and the cause of morality would 
itself suffer. Idon’t think that public opin- 
ion in England approves of the application 
of the Scotch kirk system, or that of the 
Puritan fathers in New England States to 
polities. On the contrary, it disapproves oi 
any prying into the private life of public men. 
The relations of persons to each other who 
have arrived at what is called the aze of dis- 
cretion, anust depend on their own discretion. 

MERE WASTE OF PAPER AND INK. 

One thing clear  in_ political § affairs 
is that the press clauses of the _ co- 
ercion act are mere waste of ink 
and paper. I very much doubt whether a 
good many of the old ciauses will stand the 
test of judicial investigation by a judge who is 
atrained lawyer, securein his place like Mr. 
©’Donnell, and not a military will-o’-the- 
wisp, ora promoted private from the Mounted 
Police, whose view with regard to every 
prisoner is the convenient one that he must be 
guilty or ‘*he would not bethere.’’ That the 
Castle should be indignant at not being able 
to obtain a conviction in defiance of the law is 
not surprising; for this it has always taken 
care to do through its resident magistrates.

BANKERS IN COUNCIL, | 


Annual Convention of the American Asso- 
ciation at Pittsburg. 


October 12.—The annual! 
meeting ofthe American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion commenced at the Grand Opera- house 
this morning. The building, which has been 
but recently opened, presented a beautiful 
appearance, the potted plants which were dis- 
played in the handsome entrance and on the 
stage adding to, and not detracting from, the 
decorations of the auditorium. When 
the meeting wus colled to order 
at 10:30 o’clock some two hundred 
representatives of the leading financial insti- 
tutions of the country were present, while 
the seats apart for spectators were well filled, 
quite alarge number of the audience being 
ladies. After Chairman Logan C. Murray of 
New York had called the dssociation to order, 
Right Rev. Courtlandt Whitehead, Episcopal 
Bishop of the diocese of Pittsburg, invoked 
divine blessing on the proceedings of the as- 
sociation, after which Hon. Daniel Agnew, 
ex-Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of 
Pennsylvania, made an address of welcome. 

In opening he referred to the features of 
historic interest which cluster around Pitts- 
burg, and gaye some personal reminis- 
cences of the time when Pitts- 
burg embraced an area of a few blocks, 
and Allegheny, the thriving city of 
over 100,000 inhabitants, consisted of not 
more than a dozen houses. He then branched 
out on the wonderful stride which Pitts- 
burg and vicinity have made in the 
way of manulactures, in the de- 
velopment of material resources, 
and tothe immense capital which has been 
invested. In the territory contributory to 
Pittsburg, inthe item of coal, over fifteen 
millions of bushels have been mined during 
the past year, but there is a reserve computed 
atsixteen billiontons. The natural gas sup- 
ply is drawn from an are of 210,000 acres, from 
which 500,000,000 cubic feet are drawn daily. 
The total capital invested in the productien 
and supply of natural gas is estimated at 
$25,000,000, and the net profit is 10 per 
cent. The giass product is 250,000 feet per 
month, and over $,000,000 is invested in the 
munufacture of plate-glass alone. Reference 
was also niade to the commerce of the city. 
the tonnage of which exceeds the largest sea- 
port cities. He also referred to the fact that 
the imports of Pittsburg exceeded one-sixth 
of the entire Imports of the country. 

In concluding he claimed that Pittsburg and 
Allezheny are the largest freight producing 
districts in the United States, two mills alone 
furnishing alarger tonnage than the entire 
cotton crop of the United States. The state- 
ments of the speaker were fortified by figures 
giving details of the different industries. 

PRESIDENT MURKAY’S ADDRESS. 

At the conclusion of Judge A: new’s remarks 
Logan C. Murray, President of the associa- 
tion, delivered bis annual address. This was 
followed by the reading of the reports of the 
ofticers. The Secretary's report showed a 
gratifying increase in membership, e=pecially 
in the South and West. Last year the total 
membership was 1,402, while this year itis 1,682. 
The increase woeid have been larger but for 
certain mnonetary questions, Which cxuused 
some to withhold their influence. A reaction 
had set in, however, and it was the general 
opinion that the outlook was exceed ngly 
bright. ‘ithe influénece of the association was 
steadily increasing. During the year $1,C00 had 
been spent in prosecuting a number of the 
most dangerous forgers and criminals in the 
country. 

The Treasurer's report was as follows: Bal- 
ance on hand lust veur, $1,501.98; receipts from 
subscriptions, $15,126.50; total receipts to 
October 1, 1887, $14,675; disbursement, $13,- 
348.33; batance, $1,320.15. 

A committee of five was then 
sugyest nominations for officers for the ensu- 
ing year.

Monthly Meeting of the Directors—Burns 
to Act as President—Sale of the Tele- 
graph Plant liatified—Judge Gresham’s 
Wabash Order—Wanta New Rate—Kail- 
road News.

SALTIMORE, Md., October 12.—The sale of 
the Baltimore & Ohio Telegraph will be ratified 
to-day at the meeting of the directors. Presi- 
dent Garrett was absent from the meeting 
yesterday, not because he was aick, but be- 
cause he is still sore about the sale of the lines 
to Jay Gould. At least this is the way his 
closest friend puts it. The same gentieman 
said: ‘‘Mr. Garrett, on his return to this city, 
gotintoa rage with President Burns for hav- 
ing consummated the sale while he (Garrett) 
was abroad. Mr. Garrett would like to 
interfere with the sale if anything 
could be gained, but as all his 
efforts have proved futile, he is determined to 
let everything take its course. Heis under 
the impression thathe could have obtained 
$6,000,000 for the franchise if the sale had been 
leftto him. In speaking of the proposed sale 
ofthe sleeping car system he said he did not 
think it would be sold, because it was a pay- 
inginstitution. Last year the profits amounted 
to $700,000 and he did not see any sense in 
throwing this away, when this amount could 
be doubled by reducing the price of parlor and 
sleepin» accommodations. In conclusion, he 
said he thoughta semi-annual dividend of 4 
per cent would be declared to-day.’’

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Why Davis Compels Admiration.

Among Southern men whom I Have metin

The Stay in Sharp’s Case. 
From the New York WORLD. 

The obstructions that have been thrown in 
the way of justice in this case are mischievous 
and deplorable. They impress uponthe pub- 
lic mind a conviction that the laws are un- 
equal, and that favors are extended to a rich 
criminal which cannot be secured by a poor 
one. In the administration of justice the 
power of money should be unknown. Yet 
what do we see? Jaehne, MeQuade and 
O'Neil, the men bribed by Sharp, having no 
money, thrown into Sing Sing immediately 
after their conviction, no Judue Potter nor 
Judge Ruger being found to grant them a stay 
pending the decision of an appeal. Jacob 
Sharp, the man who bribed them, the origt- 
nator of the crime, the chief offender, secur- 
ing stay after stay of proceedings, even after 
his conviction and sentence have beeu affirmed 
by four such Judges as Van Brunt, Brady, 
Daniels and Bartlett of the Supreme Court— - 
lawyers of more recognized ability, we may be 
permitted to say, than some who sit In the 
Court of Appeals. 

Jacob Sharp committed the crime of which 
he hasbeen found guilty in 1884. It has re- 
quired almost superhuman efforts for three 
years tosecure his indictment andtrial. He 
has been fairly convicted and sentenced, and 
now, in the latter part of 1887, more than 
three years after the offense was consum- 
mated, a Judge is found ready to further ob- 
struct justice and protect the prisoner against 
the penalty of the law. While there may bee 
technical legal justification for this action, ne 
one can deny that it is a mischievous con- 
firmation of the prevailing belief that there 
is one law for the rich and another for the 
poor.

Charges Brought Against 
Officials in France — The 
Holding = High Carnival — Gen. 
ron’s Premature Exposures—Boulanger’s 
Friends Defend Him — The Principals 
in the Great Scandal. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

PARIS, October 13.—The War Office scandal 
comtinues to be the all-engrossing topic of the 
day, and commands about eight columns per 
issue of each ofthe prominent Parisian jour- 
nals. The newspapers here have, of course, 
risen equalto the occasion, and documents 
have appeared in print which are under Gov- 
ernment seal and, as the magistrates in charge 
of the preliminary investigation maintain, 
only known to themselves. Charges are 
brought against the highest in the land, and 
the most striking result of this iconoclasm is 
that the interviewer is holding high carnival, 
his prey succumbing at the first time 
of asking. Ekven staid old President Grevy 
has not escaped, and is reported as 
having said that in his opinion, Gen. Ferron, 
the Minister of War, had acted hastily in mak- 
ing his disclosures. The papers’ editorial 
expressions are as divergent as the traditional 
replies to the question as to who struck ‘‘ Billy 
Patterson.’’ The radical Boulanger organs 
make merry over Gen. Ferron’s dicovery ofa 
minare’s nest, and state that the so-called dis- 
closures are merely part of a systematic at- 
tempt to discredit Gen. Boulanger, Gen. Caf- 
farel baving been nominated by him to his 
post in the War Office. The moderate Repub- 
lican pfpers say that a mountain has been 
made out of a molehill, but acknowledge 
that that molehill is substantial and does ex- 
ist. The monarehist organs are

view the disclosures as the death-blow of the 
Republic, and inform the citizens of ‘‘La 
Belle France’’ that such an augean stable 
of corruption would not. be allowed to crop 
up underthe ‘‘firm, but temperate sway of 
the Comte de Paris, who is soon to come to 
his own again.’’ 

Qut of the tares the following distressful 
sheaves of truth can be garnered without do- 
ing injustice to any man. The conferring of 
the coveted red ribbon has certainly for some 
time past gone by favor, preference and by 
money rather than by merit. Gen. Caffarel, 
under an overwheiming array of evidence, 
has quite broken down and no _ longer 
denies his complicity in this dis- 
graceful traffic. Among the papers 
found at his residence was a sketch of 
the mobilization plan, the premature publica- 
tion of which, some weeks ago by the Figaro, 
created such & sensation. There seems to be 
no doubt that the General leaked, asthe rough 
sketchin his possession and that published 
are identical, even to clerical errors. 

CHARGES OF A MORE HEINOUS NATURE, 
to the effect that Gen. Caffarel was in the pay 
of England, and in regular communication 
with Berlin, are not Delieved. Gen. Boulanger 
says that he appointed Gen. Caffarel on the 
sole merit of his dossier, andthact he still be- 
lieves him incapable of betraying the country. 
But he confesses that his once implicit confi- 
dence in the man has been rudely shaken 
by the fact that he did not at once 
blow his brains out when he had 
been forced to acknowledge that by 
selling the Legion of Honor decoration he had 
disgraced his uniform. Herbette, the French 
Ambassador at Berlin; M. Wilson, son-in-law 
of President Grevy, and the score of other 
prominent people incriminated by Mme, Li- 
mousin hasten to protest their innocence. 
Both M. Herbette and M. Wilson's guilt 


seems to have been confined to the

forsome boulevard sheet. Mme. Limousin 
seems to have made her dupes act as her pay- 
masters for the past tive years. By indomit-

able push she succeeded in making the 
acquaintance of all those in power. The way 
in which she circumvented Gen. Boulanger is 
amusing. After wiing four hoursin the War 
Oflice ante-chamber, ostensibly to see him on 
serious business, sha was at length asked 
into the great man’s presence. Immediately 
she burstinto the nost enthusiastic raptures 
atthe sizht of the beau militaire, confessed 
that the serious matter was merely aruse to 
gain admittance to his presence, and then 
bowed herself out, saying: 

‘*‘Now I can die happy. I have seen the 
coming man of France. I will tell it to my 
children’s children.’’ 

Little wonder that the susceptible General 
was touched, and when some days later she 
wrote to him about various matters, he an- 
swered bherin the politest manner possible. 
These lIectters, of course, were shown to the 
would-be possessors of the red ribbon, and 
Gen. Boulanger was, of course, supposed to 
be, as she claimed him, her General. Her as- 
sociate, Baron hreitmayer, turns out to bea 
Bavarian ex-ollicer, who was banished from 
his native country, atter one 
servitude in Germany, for treason in selling 
the military plans of German fortresses to the

M. WILSON'S DENIAL. 

M. Wilson has put into circulation another 
letter in which he flatly denies that he ever 
wrote to Mme.

But all the assertions of 
the President’s son-in-law are ingufficient to 
avert the strictures which are being heaped on 
him. Extremes meet. M. Henry de Roche- 
fort published yesterday morning a violent ar- 
ticle against him, and M. Paul de Cassagnac, 
following suit,insists that he must be subjected 
to examination. Butthe strongest journals do 
not hesitate to deciare that lettera of an in- 
criminating nature, written by M. Wilson, 
have been found at Mme.

The papers add that the judicial 
authorities probably want to give M. 
Wilson timeto blow out his brains, or to set 
his papers in order, as they ha¥e not yet con- 
fronted him with the wretches who accused 
him of being their accomplice. The papers 
ask whether M. Wilson’s position as son-in- 
law of the President of the Republic prevents 
him from setting foot in the Palais ce Justice. 
M. Wilson, they assert, ought to have gone 
thither of his own free will and accord, to 
confound his traducers. But he prefers to 
send communications tothe press, a method 
whichis more convenient and infinitely less 
dangerous. The articles conclude as follows: 

‘‘We are sorry to seem to be infuriated 
against one person. It is the system which we 
wish to attack. igis notso much one corrupt 
person, but the corruption itself. Itis not M. 
Wilson, but Wilsonism.’’ 

The Temps, which is the only paper which 
remains temperate intone, regrets the effect 
that the disclosures and the ensuing contro- 
versies will undoubtedly have in foreign coun- 
tries.

THE FISHERY DISPUTE, 


ing American Poachers. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

HALIFAX, October 13.—The publication here 
of a Washington special, saying that Secretary 
Bayard and Commissioners Putnam and Angell 
had determined that free fish could not be 
made the basis of the pending negotiations, 
excites great interest and is the principal 
theme of discussion in business circles. The 
great thing that Nova Scotia cares for in the 


fishery muddle is the admission of its fish 
into the United States. That isthe one thing 
thatis of any advantage to this country. Nova 
Scotia would also like to have free admis- 
sion for its natural products, but 
this is unimportant compared with 
free fish. There has been a growing 
fecling ever since the appointment or the 
Commission was announced that it would 
not result in anything practical. The feeling 
was uviversal yesterday that it will be a 
farce. Nova Scotians do- not want a Com- 
mission to define the head and question the 
worth of commercial privileges. They take 
the position that these questions are defined 
by the treaty of 1818, and that by that treaty 
both Canada and England must stand. The 
eommercial unionists do no want to see the 
Commission settle the fishery question alone, 
because they urge that the ftisbery muddle 
must be included in the solution of the whole 
commercial union project. If the fisheries are 
settled now, the bottom drops out of 
commercial union. A large section of 
our people have no confidence whatever in 
Chamberlain, and Irish Canadians would infi- 
nitely prefer that things should remain as 
thev are rather than that Chamberlain should 
have any hand in the settlemt@nt. The only 
thing wanted by the Americans jis the right of 
commerce and the privilege of transhipmen® 
oftheirfishin bond. They can carry on their 
fisheries without buying bait. These are the 
only twa points the Americans want to secure 
and jus®the two that there is not the slightest 
probability of either the English or Canadian 
Commissioners agreeing to. If they did, their 
action would never be ratified by the Canadian 
Parliament. Sothatitis both the universal 
feeling and hope that the Commission will end 
in a fiasco. 
THE HOULETTE SOLD. 

The schooner Houlette, hitherto employed 
as a Canadian fishery cruiser, has been pur- 
chased by Capt. Grant of British Columbia, 
and will proceed immediately to the Pacific to 
engayve in the Alaskan fisheries. It will be 
remembered that the American fishing 
schooner Highland Light was captured bv the 
Houlette. Vhe Houlette may herself become 
the prize of some American cruiser in Alaskan 
waters. 

WATCHING AMERICAN POACHERS. 

The fishery fagship Acadia sailed for the Bay 
of Fundy yesterday afternoon under command 
of Capt. Scottto look after poaching Amer- 
ican herring fishermen. Consul-General Phe- 
lan met yesterday, for the first time, Capt. 
Quigley, the famous Canadian pirate, who, for 
two years has been the terrorof American 
fishermen. Quigley had just been paid off. 
An animated conversation ensued. (uigley 
was flanked on one side by Collector Ross and 
onthe other by P. M. Blackayer, while Capt. 
Lorway witnessed the interviewa few feet 
away. Quigley attempted to justify 
his piratical treatment of American fishermen, 
and asserted that the Canadian Government 
had never apologized for his act in hauling 
down the flag of the Grimes, and alleged that 
every? outrage perpetrated by him was justi- 
tied By that treaty of 1818. When reminded 
that he had refused to allow men to land from 
the scheoner Senator Edmunds to mall thelr 
letters and had placed armed guards upon the 
wharves to prevent Americans landing for 
that purpose, he boldiy declared that there 
was nothing in the treaty of Isis about malling 
letters and it was his business to enforce the 
luw. Fortunately, Capt. Lorway happened to 
be at Ivnish about that time, and he gave per- 
mission to the Americans to go ashore to post 
us many letters as they wanted to.

THE SEAL FISHERIES DISPUTE, 


The Brief Filed by Mr. Delaney, Counsel for 
the United States. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Oetober 13.—The Govern- 
ment here are in receipt of advices from Sitka, 
which contain the brief which is understood 
to have been prepared at Washington and 
recently filed in the court at Sitka by Mr. A. 


_K. Delaney as counsel for the United States 


in the seal fisheries dispute. To the plea of 
the defense that the United States has no 
dominion over the waters of Behring Sea, be- 


yond 4 marine league or three miles from the 
Alaskan shore, Mr. Delaney takes the position 
that Behring Sea is not a portion of the open or 
high sea, butis an inland water cut off from 
the ocean and essentialiy land-loecked. He 
says: ‘‘Concerning the doctrine of inter- 
national Mw establishing what is known asthe 
Marine League Belt, which extends the juaris- 
diction of a nation Into adjacent seas for the 
distance of one marine league or three miles 
from its shores, and following all the indenta- 
tions and sinuosities of its coast, there le at 
this day no room for discussion. It must be 
accepted as the settied iuw of nations. Itisa 
sustained by the highest authorities, law 
writers and jurists. It has been sanctioned by 
the United states since the foundation of the 
Government.’’ 
A NATION'S SUPREMAtY. 

Well grounded as this doctrine of the law of 
nations is, it is no more firmly established asa 
part of the international code than that other 
principle which gives to a nation supremacy 
jurisdiction and dominion over its own inland 
waters, guifs, bays and seas. If a sea is en- 
tirely enclosed by the territories of a nation, 
and has no other communication with the 
ocean than by a channel of which th@ nation 
may take possession, it appears that sucha 
sea is no less capable of being occupied and 
becoming property than the land 
and it ought to follow the fate o 
the country that surrounds it. The Mediter- 
ranean, in former times, was absolutely en- 
closed within the territories of the Romans 
and that people, by rendering themselves 
masters of the strait which joins tt to the 
ocean, night subject the Mediterranean to 
their empire and assume the dominion over It. 
They did not by such proceeding injure the 
rights of other nations, a particular sea bel 
manifestly designed by nature for the use 
the countries and nations that surround it," 

A STRONG CASE. 

Mr. Delaney then makes numerous refer- 
ences to prove that Russia always 
that Behring Sea was an inland wanets See 
that the United States bas always maintain 
the same position since she acquired title. 
The brief then goeson to state how Russia's? 
title was based on ‘‘diseovery and settie- 
mént,’’ and how the United States acqaired its 
title. The treaty between the Ualted States 
and Russia germane to the ene involved 
in the case is quoted in full. ln conclusion Mr. 
Delaney says: 

‘*The foregoing record may convey but @ 
meager idea of the indomitable en and 
perseverance displayed by the Russian people 
in acquiring empire in North America, gin- 
ning with discoveries of Behring in 1728, and 
extending for more than a eentury Lm, a 
quarter, wherein they braved the pesfis of 
land and sea, overcame a savage native popu- 
lation, faced ice and snow, storm and ship- 
wreck to found and maintain empire on these 
rugged shores. Enough bas been said to dis- 
close the basis of Russia’s right to jurisdiction 
of the Betring Sea under the law. of 
nations, viz., original possession of the 
Asiatic coast, followed by discovery and 
possession of the Aleuti@dh chain and the 
shores of Alaska north, not only to Kbehring 
Strait, but to Point Barrow and the frozen 
ocean, thus inclosing within its territory, aa 
within the embrace of a mighty giant, the 
islands and waters of Behring Sea, and witli 
this the assertion and exercise of dominion 
over land and sea. Such tis our onderstandin 
of the law, such is the record. Upon them th 
United States are prepared to abide the jadg 
ments of the courts and the opinion of th 
civilized world.’’

When he’s out on the ware 
comes home he dashes up like a tlash and 
runs his snout under the door in some 
way.

drops in his den, and the door closes down. 


‘The entrance is made s0 quick that no 
living man can see how it is done. Itis 
all you can do to slip @knife blade under 
the door, and you have to pry hard to 
raise the trap, as the hairy chapin the 
den holds on to it with all his strength to 
Keep it shut. 

‘‘In their settlements is where I used to 
angle for t’rants. I’d first go out and 
ketch a dozen or two of green lizards. 
I fished with light trout tackle. Vdrun 
the tine hook into the lizard just about 
where the tail always broke off when any- 
thing grabbed it, and drew it out half an 
inch below. The lizard didn’t seem to 
have any feeling in the tail. When every- 
thing was ready I’d sneak up and sit on 
the edge of a spider colony. Then I'd 
drop the lizard over on the adobe ground. 
I don’t know whether at’rant can smelt 
them lizards, or whether he can 
hear ’em walk, but however it 
was, my bait would scarce! 
touch the ground, and began to move o 
before pop! pop! pop! up would « come 
t’rapt trapdoors on everv side, and the 
next second a dozen big spiders would 
dash across the space between them and 
the lizard and come together at a com- 
mon center in a mass of bristling hair 
and claws.

Once a great, big 
t’rantuly, abrown feller, seemed to take 
the prancing of a spider | had hooked as 
achallenge to come out and try a few 
rounds with him, and the brown one came 
out. He pitched into my spider,and after 
a few minutes’ fight, hooked as he was, 
I’m agreaserif my spider didn’t knock 
the brown feller toes up and killed him 
deader than a stone. Sometimes a hooked 
t’rant would break loose, and then he’d 
sailaround that settlement, banging at 
every door he’d come to, until the whole 
population ’d sally forth and join ina 
general engagement, which never ended 
until half a dozen or so of t’rants was 
stretched dead on the field. 

“Often I’d play a t’rant for half an 
hour or more,and then I’d reel him up off 
of the ground and send a pistol ball 
through him as he jumpin’-jacked it in 
the air.

The Arrest of Stain, the Bank Robber and 
Murderer. 


By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCH. 

FRANKLIN, Mass., October 13.—With a pair 
of bandcuffs provided by the WORLD and at 
the point of a pistol leveled by the WORLD 
reporter, David L. Stain was arrested yester- 
day morning in his shoe store inthis town by 
Deputy Sheriff John H. Mitchell of Maine and 
Detectives Moore and Bean of Boston, When 
the bold and unscrupulous bank robber heard | 
the words of the officer charging him with 


the murder of the treasurer, W. J. Barron, 
and the robbery of the Dexter (Me.) bank, he 
stood as if petrified and beads of per- 
spiration stood out on his tace, which 
wis as pale as death. Quickly bun- 
dling Stain into a carriage the purty drove ten 
miles to Walpole and arrested Oliver Crom- 
welifor the same crime. He was found gath- 
ering apples in‘his orchard, and while Sheriff 
Mitchell and Detective Bean secured bim the 
WORLD reporter read the warrantto him. The 
sudden blow was not altogether unexpected 
by Cromwell, and with many protestations he 
joined Stain in the carriage and was hurried 
before a magistrate. Both men agreed to go 
to Maine in care of Sheriff Mitchell without 
waiting for requisition papers. They were re- 
moved to Boston last night and will start for 
Dexter this morning. As Sheriff Mitchell is 
alone he has appointed the WorLD reporter 
his deputy, who will be handcuffed to one of 
the murderers and take charge of him on the 
journey to 
THE SCENE OF THE TRAGEDY. 

which will be reached at6o'clock to-night. 
The desperate character of both men, and es- 
pecially of Stain, the leader of the gang, in- 
duced the officers to proceed to the arrest 
with caution. Stain has carried a revolver of 
heavy caliber and a dirk or clasp-knife in his 
trousers pocket. He has frequentiy boasted 
that be would never be taken alive and has 
offered members of his gane a reward to shoot 
one of the very detectives who was present at 
the arrest. Although the warrants were sworn 
out by Sheriff Mitchell Tuesday and witnessed 
by the WORLD reporter, it was deemed unsafe 
to attempt to take Stain after dark. 

About 8o’clock yesterday morning, Sheriff 
Mitchell, armed with the warrants, and the 
WORLD reporter, met Detectives Bean and 
Moore at the New York & New England Depot 
and took the early train for Franklin, Mass, 
The time onthe journey was spent in con- 
sultations as tothe savest method of taking 
Stain, who was to be the first prisoner. The 
WORLD reporter with the Sheriff had acquaint- 
ed himeselt with Stain’s business and habita of 
life in aformer visit. He was known to be in 
the habit of coming to his bootand shoe store 
about 8 o’clock every morning and spending 
his time in a little back room cobbling shoes. 
At his bench he could see all who 
entered and had time to prepare for flight or 
an active defense. The WORLD reporter drew 
a diagram of the shop and pointed out the 
danger of coming upon him when he had no 
enemy in the rear. In return for the famili- 
arity with the premises exhibited by the 
WORLD reporter, the detectives at once 
suggested thatthe best plan was to have the 
reporter go to the shop alone, engage the at- 
tention of Stain, and ‘ 

GAIN A POSITION BEHIND HIM, 

when the officers entered. If Stain drew his 
revolver or attempted to retreat, the re- 
porter was to brins him to bay at the point 
of his pistol. The officers were to wait 
at the depot, not far away, and onthe signal 
fromthe reporter were to advance. If the 
coast was Clear and Stain was inthe shop, the 
reporter was to step to the door and toss intu 
the street his cigar. Somewhat dubious about 
engaging armnan of Stain’s desperate charac- 
ter alone in the back shop, the WORLD reporter 
suid a brisk ‘‘Good morning.’’ With the 
opening of the door Stain was up from his 
bench and eyeing the reporter. As an excuse 
for the visit the reporter asked for a pair of 
rubbers, and Stain started around the countér 
to get them; the reporter stepped to the 
door and gave the _ signal. Then tak- 
ing a position in the rear of 
Stain he drew his revolver just 
as Sheriff Mitchell and Detective Moore 
rushed intothe room. ‘The detective laid his 
hand on Stain’s shoulderand arrested him in 
the name of the Commonwealth as a fuyitive 
from justice. For a moment the prisoner 
stood dumb, but Sheriff Mitchell roughly re- 
called his scattered senses by an order to put 
on his coat and come aiong. suddenly he 
turned white. He glanced hesitating!ty at the 
officers and then back over his shouider at the 
WORLD reporter. A heavy shoe-knife, sharp 
as a razor, lay on bis bench almost within 
reach, but the gleaming Darrel of the report:
